THE JAWAHARLAL INSTITUTE OF POST-GRADUATE MEDICAL 
EDUCATION AND RESEARCH, PUDUCHERRY ACT, 2008 


No. 19 of 2008

An Act to declare the Institution known as the Jawaharlal Institute of Post-Graduate 
Medical Education and Research, Puducherry, to be an institution of national 
importance and to provide for its incorporation and matters connected therewith. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifty-ninth Year ofthe Republic of India as follows:— 

1. (7) This Act may be called the Jawaharlal Institute of Post-Graduate Medical Education 
and Research. Puducherry Act, 2008, 

(2) it shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Whereas the objects ofthe institution known as the Jawaharlal Institute of Post- 
Graduate Medical Education and Research. Puducherry in the Union territory of Puducherry 
are such as to make the institution one of national importance, it is hereby declared that the 
institution known as the Jawaharlal Institute of Post-Graduate Medical Education and Research, 
Puducherry is an institution of national importance. 
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3. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires.— 

(«) "Fund" means the Fund of the Institute referred to in section 16; 

( b ) "Governing Body" means the Governing Body of the Institute; 

(c) "Institute" means the institution known as the Jawaharlal Institute of Post- 
Graduate Medical Education and Research. Puducherry, incorporated under this Act; 

(d) "member" means a member of the Institute; 

(e) "prescribed" means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 
if} "specified" means specified by regulations made under this Act. 

4. The Jawaharlal Institute of Post-Graduate Medical Education and Research, 
Puducherry, an institute functioning under the Union Ministery of Health and Family Welfare, 
is hereby constituted a body corporate by the name aforesaid and as such body corporate, 
it shall have perpetual succession and a common seal with power, subject to the provisions 
of this Act. to acquire, hold and dispose of property and to contract and shall, by that name, 
sue and be sued. 

5. (/) I he Institute shall consist of the following members, namely:— 

ia) Secretary' to the Government of India in the Ministry or Department of Health 
and Family Welfare, ex officio-, 

(b) the Vice-Chancellor of the Puducherry University, ex officio ; 

(c) the Vice-Chancellor of the Tamil Nadu Dr. M.G.R. Medical University, 
Tamil Nadu, ex officio ; 

(d) the Director-General of Health Services, Government of India, ex officio-, 

(efi the Director of the Institute, ex officio ; 

(J) Chief Secretary, Government of Puducherry, ex officio ; 

te) Secretary to the Government of India or his nominee (not below the rank of 
Joint Secretary) in the Department of Expenditure, Ministry of Finance, ex officio: 

(h) Secretary to the Government of India or his nominee (not below the rank of 
Joint Secretary) in the Department of Higher Education, Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, ex officio ; 

(0 seven persons of whom one shall be a non-medical scientist representing the 
Indian Science Congress Association, to be nominated by the Central Government in 
such manner as may be prescribed; 

(/) foui representatives of the medical faculties of Indian Universities to be 
nominated by the Central Government in such manner as may be prescribed: and 

(«) three Members of Parliament of whom two shall be elected from amons 
themselves by the members of the House ot the People and one from among themselves 
by the members of the Council of States. 

(-) I* * s hereby declared that the office of member of the Institute shall not disqualify its 
holder for being chosen as. or for being, a member of either House of Parliament. 

6. (/) Save as otherwise provided in this section, the term of office of a member shall be 
five years from the date of his nomination or election. 

(3) The term of office of a member elected under clause (k) of sub-section (!) of 
section 5 shall come lo an end as soon as he becomes a Minister or Minister of State or 
Deputy Minister or the Speaker or the Deputy Speaker of Lok Sabhaorthe Deputy Chairman 
of Rajya Sabha or ceases to be a member of the House from which he was elected 
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.. (4) Jhe term of office of a member nominated or elected to fill a casual vacancy shall 
contmue for the remamder of the term of the member in whose place he ,s nommarnd ^

(A one or more medical colleges with different departments, including a 
department of preventive and social medicine, sufficiently staffed and equipped 
to undertake not only undergraduate medical education but also postgraduate 
medical education in different subjects.

(Hi) a dental college with such institutional facilities for the practice ol 
dentistry and for the practical training of students as may be necessary, 

(iv) a nursing college sufficiently staffed and equipped for the training of 



nurses. 
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(v) rural and urban health organisations which will form centres for the 
field training of the medical, dental and nursing students of the Institute as well 
as for research into community health problems, and 

(v/) other institutions for the training of different types of health workers, 
such as physiotherapists, occupational therapists, pharmacists, drug analysts' 
and medical technicians of various kinds; 

(g) train teachers from different medical colleges in India; 

(h) hold examinations and grant such degrees, diplomas and other academic 
distinctions and titles in undergraduate and postgraduate medical education as may 
be laid down in the regulations; 

(/) institute, and appoint persons to, professorships, readerships, lecturerships 
and posts of any description in accordance with regulations; 

(/) receive grants from the Government and gifts, donations, benefactions, 
bequests and transfers of properties, both movable and immovable, from donors, 
benefactors, testators or transferors, as the case may be; 

(k) deal with any property belonging to, or vested in, the Institute in any manner 
which is considered necessary for promoting the objects specified in section 12; 

(/) demand and receive with the prior approval of the Central Government such 
fees and other charges as may be specified: 

Provided that such fees and other charges payable by the students shall in no 
case exceed the fees and other charges specified by a medical Institute of the Central 
Government; 

{m) reserve at least twenty seats out of every seventy-five seats in undergraduate 
courses in the institute for local applicants; 

In) provide free treatment to the poor patients in the same manner as are being 
provided by a medical Institute of the Central Government; 

(o) construct quarters for its staff and allot such quarters to the stafifin accordance 
with such regulations as may be made in this behalf; 

(p) borrow money, with the prior approval of the Central Government, on the 
security of the property' of the Institute; 

(q) do all such other acts and things as may be necessary to further the objects 
specified in section 12. 

14. The properties of the Jawaharlal Institute of Post-Graduate Medical Education and 
Research, Puducherry which vested in the Centra! Government shall, on the commencement 
of this Act, vest in the Institute. 


15. The Central Government may, after due appropriation made by Parliament by law in 
this behalf, pay to the Institute in each financial year such sums of money and in such 
manner as may be considered necessary by that Government for the exercise of its powers 
and discharge of its functions under this Act. 


16. (/) The Institute shall maintain a Fund to which shall be credited— 

(a) all moneys provided by the Central Government; 

(b) all fees and other charges received by the Institute; 

(c) all moneys received by the Institute by way of grants, gifts, donations, 
benefactions, bequests or transfers; and 

(d) all moneys received by the Institute in any other manner or from any other 
source. 


(2) All moneys credited to the Fund shall be deposited in such banks or invested in 
such manner as the Institute may, with the approval of the Central Government, decide. 
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(j) The Fund shall be applied towards meeting the expenses of the Institute including 
expenses incurred in the exercise of its powers and discharge of its functions under 
section 13. 

17. The Institute shall prepare in such form and at such time every year a budget in 
respect of the financial year next ensuing showing the estimated receipts and expenditure ol 
the Institute and shall forward to the Central Government such number ot copies thereof as 
may be prescribed, 

18. (/) The Institute shall maintain proper accounts and other relevant records and 
prepare an annual statement of accounts including the balance-sheet in such form as the 
Central Government may, by rules prescribe, and in accordance with such general directions 
as may be issued by that Government, in consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General of India. 

17 ) The accounts of the Institute shall be audited by the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General of India and any expenditure incurred by him in connection with such audit shall be 
payable by the institute to the Comptroller and Auditor-General ot India. 

( 3 ) The Comptroller and Auditor-General of India and any person appointed by him in 
connection with the audit of the accounts of the Institute shall have the same rights, privileges 
and authority in connection with such audit as the Comptroller and Auditor-Genera! oflndia 
has in connection with the audit of the Government accounts and, in particular, shall have 
the right to demand the production of books, accounts, connected vouchers and other 
documents and papers and to inspect the offices of the Institute as well as of the institutions 
established and maintained by it. 

(4) The Accounts of the Institute as certiticd by the Comptroller and Auditor-General 
of India or any other person appointed by him in this behalf together with the audit report 
thereon shall be forwarded annually to the Central Government and that Government shall 
cause the same to be laid before both Houses of Parliament. 

19. The Institute shall prepare for every year a report of its activities during that year 
and submit the report to the Central Government in such form and on or before such date as 
may be prescribed and a copy of this report shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament 
within one month of its receipt. 

20. (7) The Institute shall constitute for the benefit of its officers, teachers and other 
employees in such manner and subjeetto such conditions as may be specified by regulations, 
such pension and provident funds as it may deem fit. 

(2) Where any such pension or provident fund has been constituted, the Centra! 
Government may declare that the provisions of the Provident Funds Act, 1925. shall apply to, 19 ot 192 
such fund as if it were a Government Provident Fund. 

21. All orders and decisions of the Institute shall be authenticated by the signature of 
the Director or any other member authorised by the Institute in this behalf and all other 
instruments shall be authenticated by the signature of such officers as may be authorised by 
the Institute. 

22. No act done or proceeding taken by the Institute, Governing Body or any standing 
or ad hoc committee under this Act shall be questioned on the ground merely of the existence 
of any vacancy in. or defect in the constitution of, the Institute. Governing Body or such 
standing or ad hoc committee. 

23. Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the time being tn force, 
the Institute shall have the power to grant medical, dental, nursing degrees, diplomas and 
other academic distinctions and titles under this Act.

32. (/) If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Act the Central 
Government may, by order, published in the Official Gazette, make such provision not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, as may appear to be necessary for removing the 
difficulty: ' 

Provided that no such order shall be made under this section, after the expiry of a 
period of two years from the date of commencement of this Act. 

(O Every order made under this section shall be laid, as soon as may be after it is made, 
before each House of Parliament.
